Foreign newsmen for tho first 
time had a 
“ ring side seat” at 
an American atomic experimental 
j blast as the Atomic Energy Com­ 
mission scientists finally found in 
the 13th day of waiting the com- 
j bination of wind and weather con­ 
ditions that fi^ their pattern of ra ­ 
diation safety factors. 
The top-secret device was set 
off atop a 500-foot steel tower of 
Yucca Flat at 6:55 a m. c d t ., 13 
days behind schedule because the 
AEC, hyper sensitive to continued 
; criticism of radiation fallout, had 
to wait out the weather. 
Although scientists and the mili- 
j tarv remained silent as usual as 
to the exact nature of the device, 


I it was believed by veteran atomic 


I test Observers to be another in 
the family of atomic warheads the 
United States has been developing 
for small rockets or missiles. 
With a calculated yield of IO 
kilotons, roughly equal in force to 
10,000 tons of TNT, 
the 
device 
flashed IOO times brighter than the 
sun. 
It was equivalent to about 
half the explosive violence of either 
of the bombs dropped on Hiro­ 
shima and Nagasaki toward the 
end of World War ll. 
The atomic cloud bearing radia­ 
tion climbed rapidly to the six-mile 
level and spread out. heading east 
ward. Pilots flying within 150 miles 
of Caliente, Nev , east of Las Ve 
gas. Nev., were advised to con­ 
tact the nearest CAA tower for 
routing instruction to avoid the 
cloud. 


The flash of the blast was seen 
in Sacramento 
and San 
Diego, 
Calif., both about 350 airlike miles 
from the site. giving its brilliance 
an approximate 700-mile diameter 
One of 
the foreign newsmen, 
Chugo Koito, of the Japanese Kvo- 
do news service, was “ somewhat 
disappointed” at what he saw. 
“ It is not as terrible as I had 
expected,” Koito told United Press 
“ But 
it 
is 
terrible 
enough. 
I 
thought the blast and the flash 
would be more fearsome than they 
were.” 


He added, however. “ Like all the 
Japanese people, I would like to 
see all A-bomb and H-bomb tests 
halted immediately because of the 
fallout danger.”

the sailor seized the fourth cap 
tive high on the flying bridge of the 
USS Uvalde, 
a 13,000 ton \attack 
cargo ship, tied up at Treasure 
Island naval station in the middle 
of San Francisco Bay. 
Identified only as Jimmie Hen­ 
derson, he was a 3rd class dis­ 
bursing clerk until his special court 
martial Monday for tho theft of a 
w atch from a sailor who was tak 
ing a shower. 
The dead man was his division 
officer and apparently the one who 
preferred the charges which re­ 
sulted in Henderson’s being busted 
to a seaman and sentenced to four 
months in the brig. 


Henderson was still free pending 
review of his .sentence by higher 
authorities. 
His status was “ pris­ 
oner at large” and he had the free­ 
dom of the ship.

Cyrus Steinsultz, Principal at Horace * 
Mann, Retires After 45 Years' Teaching 
After 
forty-five years 
in the 
school room, Cyrus Steinsultz, prin­ 
cipal of the Horace Mann school, 
has decided to retire from the 
teaching profession. 
Early in September 1911, Mr. 
Steinsultz walked into a small rural 
school in Saline county to begin 
his first work as a teacher. Twen­ 
ty-eight 
anxious 
children 
were 
present early that morning to greet 
and make thei* first acquaintance 
with the new teacher. 
That first 
year was a pleasant one, with the 
teacher learning a great deal along 
with the children. 
The second year, there was little 
time to take notes. 
Sixty pupils 
were enrolled in all grades from 
one to seven inclusive. 
To com­ 
pensate for this heavy teaching 
load, Mr. Steinsultz was paid a 
salary of $45 per month. 
After teaching four years in the 
rural schools of Saline county, Mr. 
Steinsultz was called to Carrier 
Mills where he taught four years— 
two years as a sixth grade teach­ 
er, and two years as principal 
The second year as principal was 
one week shorter than usual be­ 
cause he received a very impor­ 
tant invitation to join the Armed 
Forces and go to France. 
With the pleasant memories of 
his early teaching experiences in 
his mind, he turned his attention 
to the school room again after be­ 
ing discharged from the army. 
Mr. Steinsultz cam e to Harris­ 
burg in 1921 as principal of Logan 
school. 
In September 1922 he was 
transferred to Horace Mann school 
where as he states it, the most

important and pleasant years of 
his whole life have been spent. 
He says, “ As I 
leave Horace 
Mann school, I feel very grateful 
for my pleasant association with 
the teachers at that building, who 
have cooperated with me so nice­

Senate Passes Bill to Limit 
Assistance Payments Under ADC 


S P R IN G F IE L D Of - The Illi- 
noia Senate Monday passed and 
amt to the House a bill putting a 
specific limit on the state public 
assistance payments to dependent 
children, 
replacing 
the present 
'‘reasonable 
subsistence" 
form­ 
ula. 


The measure, sponsored by Sen. 
W. Russell 
Arrington 
(REvans- 
ton) 
would limit 
the dependent 
child payments to $32 a month for 
the first child, plus $32 for the par­ 
ent or guardian, and $23 for each 
additional child 


The bill squeaked by the Senate 
with only two votes to spare, 32- 
IT. 
Arrington, who is chairman of a 
legislative committee which has 
been investigating the high cost of 
public 
assistance 
in Illinois 
in 
times of relative prosperity, esti­ 
mated the limitation would save 
the state nine million dollars a 
year.

Conservation 
Farming Pays, 
Studies Show

Studies carried 
on 
in 
Illinois, 
clearly indicate that conservation 
farming pays the farmer well for 
his efforts. 
Dr. Elmer Sauer, Ag­ 
ricultural Economist, U. S. Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture, in a talk made 
at Farm and Home Week in U r­ 
bana, IIL, last year said that "Mon­ 
ey spent on conservation is a wise 
investment." 
Many 
cooperator* 
with the Saline County Soil Con­ 
servation District have secured re­ 
sults on their farms which support 
Dr 
Sauer’s statement. 
Based on 1945 farm prices the 
ten year average net earnings of 
farms throughout the state with 
conservation farming plans were 
$6 26 an acre a year higher than 
the earnings on similar farm* not 
having such plans. This difference 
amounts to about $1,000 a year for 
a 160 acre farm 
Based on similar studies farmer* 
in the Crab Orchard Lake water­ 
shed 
with 
conservation 
farming 
plans spent an average of $38.47 
per acre for conservation measures, 
including soil treatment, which re­ 
sulted in an increase of 18 bushels 
per acre in corn yields and increas­ 
ed the net farm income per acre 
in the amount of $10 59 
High acre yields of grain crops, 
the application fif soil conservation 
measures, 
adequate 
fertilization, 
the production of good pastures 
and 
the 
efficient 
utilization 
of 
these pastures are some of the fac­ 
tors which have proven effective 
in increasing yields on Saline coun­ 
ty farms.

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Memorial Day-Several Places 
Claim Its First Observance

A monument on the Stone River 
battlefield north of Murfreesboro, 
Tenn , is said to be the first m e m ­ 
orial erected to the soldier dead 
of 
the Civil War 
Over several 
>ears this claim 
apparently has 
remained unchallenged 
However, 
there are 
several places 
laying 
claim to the fir^t observance of 
Decoration Day, now mar ked n a ­ 
tionally as Memorial Day. 


The 
practice 
of 
beautifying 
graves, however, is of ancient ori­ 
gin. 
It has been carried out in a 
somewhat 
sporadic 
m anner 
for 
centuries. 
Savage and uncivilized 
peoples 
long have 
marked the 
graves of their dead and have re­ 
turned to them 
with ornam ents 
and offerings. It is the custom of 
setting 
aside a 
special day 
or 
days that is of more recent origin. 
Our Decoration Dav is relative 
ly new—less than IOO years old. 
As a special day it did not have 
its beginning until about the end 
of the war between the states. It 
was instituted for the placing of 
floral offerings on the graves of 
the dead of that war. Soon it was 
expanded to include the dead of all 
our wars, and, before long, to in 
elude all civilian dead as well. 
Other Claimants 
Widely scattered places appe ar 
claimants for tho distinction of 
having 
been the first 
one to set 
a^ide and observe a special day 
Three such claimants, presented 
in time sequence, are given here. 
Thev are Boalsburg. Penn ; Co­ 
lumbus, Ga.; and Carbondale, ll 
linois. 
These 
are not the 
only 
places that would claim the dis­ 
tinction They are the three, how­ 
ever, that contend most sharply 
According to an article written 
by Herbert C. Moore and a p p e a r ­ 
ing 
in the National 
Republic of 
May, 1948, the day was first ob­ 
served at Boalsburg on May 30. 
1804 
On 
that day. 
19-year-old 
E m m a Hunter took flowers to the 
cemetery' to place upon the grave 
of her colonel father who had been 
killed leading his regiment at Get­ 
tysburg. 
By coincidence, she met a Mrs. 
Meyers who had likewise brought 
flowers to place on the grave of a 
son 
killed 
at 
Gettysburg. 
Miss 
Hunter and Mrs 
Meyers 
talked 
together and, before leaving, each 
took 
some 
of he r flowers 
and 
placed them upon the grave the 
other had come to decorate. 
Before parting at the cem etery 
these two planned to meet again 
a year later for the sa m e purpose. 
At intervals during the year, the 


idea of decorating the graves in 
the Boalsburg cem e te ry was dis 
cussed with others. 
Such a plan 
appealed to many a i d when May 
30. 
I RGS 
arrived, 
a community 
service was held 
A local cler gy­ 
man. Dr. George Hall, preached 
a sermon and all g r a v e s were de c­ 
orated with fl ags and flowers. Ac­ 
cording to the account cited “ not 
one grave was neglected.” 
When 
General Logan, then C o m m a n d e r 
in Chief of the Grand A rm y of the 
Republic, 
issued General Order 
No. l l on May 5. 1868, Boalsburg 
again responded nobly. 
Those are 
the bases of Boalsburg'* claims.

CHICAGO im — National Lea­ 
gue club owners will be asked 
today to consider a proposal that 
—with one stroke—would revamp 
the baseball map and quiet con­ 
gressional attacks on the game.

The plan will be proposed at a

meeting of the

executives beginning at 3:30 p. rn. 
The owners will be told that all 
necessary* documents, 
involving 
television and radio commitments 
for the future and guarantees of 
new parks 
in Los Angeles 
and 
San Francisco already have been 
drawn up. 
The baseball official, who re­ 
vealed 
the plan 
to the 
United 
Press, said the shifts would also 
be discussed at another meeting 
before the All-Star game 
in 
St. 
Louis, July 9, “because 
it is un­ 
likely such a complicated move 
would be approved 
at a single 
meeting.” 
Operation Big Switch 
The 
plan, 
dubbed 
“Operation 
Big Switch,” is being presented as 


! a possible “cure - all” for many 
problems confronting the owners 
as follows: 
—It would solve the Dodgers’ 
home park problem by transfer­ 
ring them to a great far western 
metropolis which has given assur­ 
ances 
that 
it 
will 
provide the 
team with a stadium seating about 
50,000. 
—It would transfer the spectac­ 
ular Dodger -v Giant rivalry across 
the continent to cities which are 
natural rivals. 
—It would enable the league to 
keep a franchise in New York— 
the world’s largest city—and give 
the Redlegs a park, Yankee Sta­ 
dium, 
which 
they would 
share 
with the Yankees, with a capacity 
of 67,000 compared to their 29,584- 
seat capacity in Cincinnati. 
National League officials com­ 
mented cautiously when the Unit­ 
ed Press revealed the plan but it 
was immediately hailed by Rep. 
Emanuel 
Ceiler (D-N. Y.) 
and
